1 . Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 05/24/2005 was filed 
after the mailing date of the instant application on 02/25/2005. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1, 5, 8, 9, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
W. Cao et al. "Mirrorless lasing in liquid crystalline materials", Proceedings of SPIE Vol. 
4642, pp. 55-61 . January 2002 

5. Regarding Claim 1 , Cao et al. teaches: 

• Laser gain medium with optical feedback means comprising 
cholesteric layer having at least one cholesteric polymerizable 
monomer (page 57). 
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6. Regarding Claim 5, Cao et al. teaches: 

• Emission from cholesteric liquid crystal elastomer (page 60). 

7. Regarding Claim 8, Cao et al. teaches: 

• Active species in comprised in cholesteric layer (page 55). 

8. Regarding Claim 9, Cao et al. teaches: 

• Active species is bound to a compound of the cholesteric layer (page 
55) 

9. Regarding claim 1 1 , Cao et al. teaches: 

• Dye-doped liquid crystals (page 55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 2, 3, 4, 6, 7, 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Goldberg et al. discloses liquid lasing medium having internal 
distributed feedback comprising cholesteric liquid crystal and fluorescent dye. Fan et al. 
discloses a solid state dye laser with CLC and dye as the active material.
